As Jesus Was Often 
Misunderstood so Are 
His People Today

The call to the Christian life is a 
call to become like Jesus who was so 
different to other people that He was 
often misunderstood and thought to 
be peculiar by many. As we view Him 
from the different angles of the Gos- 
pels, moving and working among the 
people, the most striking thing about 
His life is that He was different. He 
did not fit into the social, political, or 
even into the religious ranks of His 
day. 

Think how unlike He was to the 
Pharisees who put compliance with the 
rabbinical law above everything else, 
even human welfare. “For they bind 
heavy burdens and grievous to be 
borne, and lay them on men’s shoul- 
ders; but they themselves will not 
move them with one of their fingers.” 
Jesus, on the other hand, while He al- 
ways observed honored customs, where 
no principle right was concerned, de- 
liberately broke away from tradition 
every time it interferred with the 
highest good of man. 

See how He differed from the social 
leaders. The Jews had no dealings 
with the Samaritans; but Jesus sat 
at the well and freely conversed with 
an outcast Samaritan woman that He 
might lead her into the knowledge of 
the truth. They would not eat with 
the publicans (Roman tax-gatherers) 
and others classed as “sinners” mere- 
ly because they did not conform to 
Jewish rites, but Jesus freely accept- 
ed their hospitality. The common peo- 
ple heard Him gladly. Unlike other re- 
ligious teachers He mixed and mingled 
with the people. 

Think how He differed from the 
political leaders who were constantly 
endeavoring to stir up the masses 
against Rome. Jesus said, “Render head 
to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s. 
Their ambition was to establish a 
temporal kingdom. To do so depended 
upon force, but Jesus commanded 
“Put up thy sword,” and _taught, 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

He even differed from His disciples 
who constantly sought position and 
power, Jesus said, “He that is greatest 
among you shail be your servant. 
Notice their attitude toward their ene- 
mies, “And when His disciples, James 
and John, saw this, they said, Lord, 
wilt thou that we command fire to 
come down heaven, and consume them, 
even as Elias did? But He turned, = 
yebuked them, and said, Ye know ant 
what manner of spirit ye are of. eo 
the Son of man is not come to de- 
stroy men’s lives, but to save om,

As all sinners delay to join Zion’s 
travelers, they are ever ready to point 
out the defects of those who fail.

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THE PRICE OF 
VICTORY

“And he said, Thus saith the Lord, 
make this valley full of ditches. For 
thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not see 
wind, neither shall ye see rain; yet 
that valley shall be FILLED with 
water, that ye may drink, both ye, and 
your cattle, and your beasts. 

“And this is but a slight thing in the 
sight of the Lord: he will deliver the 
Moabites also into your hand. 

“And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all wells 
of water, and mar every good piece of 
land with stones. AND IT CAME TO 
PASS.” 2 Kings 3:16-20. 

Comodore Perry tells us when he 
was in the Arctic regions pushing his 
way toward the north pole, he sup- 
posed one day that he had made an 
advance of ten miles when in reality 
he had lost two. While he was ad- 
vancing, the ice on which he was trav- 
eling floated twelve miles toward the 
South. He discovered his error when 
he looked up and scanned the heavens. 
Say, let us get our eyes off the preach- 
ers, folks and surroundings, and fix 
them steadfastly on the Triune God, 
then every saint of God will know their 
location, and relation with God. 

The chapter from which our text is 
taken is a lesson tor every soul who 
Will read and study its contents. Ahab 
the King of Israel had cernquered Moab 
and ruled them with an iron hand. 
Upon the death of Ahab, Moab rebel- 
led against the King of Israel and Je- 
horam, the successor of Ahab, lum- 
bered Israel for battle. He also invited 
Jehosaphat, the King of Judah, to go 
with him against Moab, who assented 
to the request, saying, My people are 
as thy people and my horses as thy 
horses. Look here folks! What unity! 
Oh, get the vision. They marched, yes 
to be sure they marched, with the 
union of Edom also. A seven days 
journey thru the wilderness of Edom 
they marched, to a place where there 
was no water for man nor beast. See- 
ing the danger «head, Israel’s God- 
chosen king, asked, Has God brought 
these three kings here to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab? 

But Jehosaphat, the pious king of 
Judah, inquired for a prophet of the 
Lord. One of the king’s servants an- 
swered, Here is Elisha who poured 
water on the hands of Elijah. Jehosa- 
phat said, He as the blessing, let us 
consult him. And they did. Say broth- 
er, you can always consult a man who 
has the blessing. But mind you this 
man of God believed in separation, and 
when he saw the worldly king of 
Israel he said, What have I to do with 
thee? and cited him to the prophets 
of his parents; but he reflected, If it 
were not that I regard the presence ol 
Jehosaphat, 1 would not look toward 
thee. Preachers who yield to wealth 
and position might well learn a lesson 
from the old prophet whose only 
title was a “Man of God,” one who 
had humbly poured water on Elijah’s 
hands. 

“Thus Saith The Lord, Make This 
Valley Full of Ditches. For s*ye 
shall not see Wind neither***rain; yet 
that valley shall be filled with water.” 
You see these kings desired VICTORY, 
and God gives them the terms of Vic- 
tory desired. The command is “Dig.” 
Dig the ditches, obey the command, 
and get the victory. There is some- 
thing for us to do. God could have slain 
all the enemy without the aid of man, 
Yea, God could have thundered in the 
heavens and hurled great stones 
against Moab’s ranks, but in order to 
teach men lessons of trust and obedi- 
ence, He makes them a party of the 
attair and says, “Make this Valley of 
Ditches.” Here are the terms of VIC- 
TORY, get to work. Oh, thank God, 
He always lays down the terms and 
tells us plainly what they are. “If any 
man do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine.” “Bring ye all of the tithes 
into the storehouse.” Folks, I have 
never written on tithes, I have never 
had a money-eyed hobby, but listen to 
me for Jesus’ sake and the welfare of 
your precious souls. You are not only 
promised spiritual blessings, but lis- 
ten what more we hear. “I will rebuke 
the devourer for your sakes.” Yes, for 
YOUR SAKES. Dig the ditches and ex- 
pect victory. 

I have in mind a widowed saint of 
God. When the caterpillars were des- 
troying her fruit trees, to the money 
chest she went claiming the promise 
while her brother went to the door 
to watch the caterpillars come down 
out of the apple trees; and they came. 

Oh. but said one, I have paid my 
tithes and yet the blessing does not 
come as expected. No, the devourer 
still works. Well God bless your heart, 
you haye some other ditch to dig, so 
get to digging, and when the last ditch 
is dug, the blessing will come. Mind 
you the text said, This valley shall be 
FULL of ditches. Just a few would 
not do. 

A weman of Israel was left with 
two sons when her husband, a man 
of God, died in considerable debt. The 
creditor was pressing his claims, and 
threatened to sell her two sons ac- 
cording to their law. The widow went 
to the “Man of God” and said, “The 
creditor has come to take my two 
sons.” The man of God said, “What 
shall I do for thee? what hast thou 
in the house?” She said, “Thine hand- 
maid hath only a pot of oil.” Then he 
said, “Go borrow vessels, not a few, 








and when thou hast shut the door, 
Pour out of that one vessel until all 
are FILLED.” She obeyed and found 
the way to deliverance. Yea, she shut 
the door (Secret prayer), and obeyed 
and got the victory. 

The Church of God was predestined 
in the secret chambers of the eternal 
Godhead to be a victorious Church, 
yea, a soul saving station full of love, 
power and influence. Provision has 
been made for every conflict. Yea, the 
price of victory is set, terms fixed and 
commands given for victory, victory, 
blessed blood bought victory. But if 
defeat comes, we cannot lie on our 
faces like Joshua always, but some 
One has sinned, failed to obey God, 
failed to pay the price and meet con- 
ditions. Get thee up and get to DIG- 
GING. Yes, my brother, make the 
ditches, make the valley FULL of 
ditches, 

Why stand ye here idle? Go work. 
They that are after the spirit, mind 
the things of the spirit, mind God and 
have the victory. People are seeking 
power, praying for power, and power 
is to be had, yea, Pentecostal power 
is to be had at Pentecostal prices, no 
more, no less. God never alters the 
terms for peasant or king, for rich or 
poor, preacher or laymen. 

Here is a camp meeting in session. 
All the star preachers have been up 
and preached their star sermons, 
everyone trying to outstrip the other 
one, but the meeting seemed to be 
doomed to failure. There was an hum- 
ble man of God, but not very popular, 
could get no advertising and would 
not push himself forward. Someone 
suggested that this man be put up to 
preach. This was agreed to. He 
preaches with an unction from the 
Holy One, and tears began to trickle 
down the cheeks of tne congregation, 
hearts are broken up. The altar call 
is given, see the altar filling up and 
souls weeping their way to Calvary’s 
bloody cross and are swept into the 
Kingdom of God’s dear Son. Some of 
the “STARS” go to him and ask how 
it is done. He says, “I told God to give 
you all the popularity, the desire of 
your hearts, but give me souls for 
His kingdom.” He had dug the ditches 
and got the victory. God wants men 
to live out of the sight of men and in 
the sight of God. 

Here goes a fast line passenger 
train loaded with hundreds of God’s| 
creation. Here stands the conductor 
with his uniform and bright buttons 
radiating, and every eye is turned on 
him as he seems to be in full authority 
and every one is looking to him for 
protection; but wait a minute, take a 
look at the engine room, here is a man 
with coat off and the sweat streaming 
from him, shoveling coal for all he is 
worth. Look again, see the faithful 
engineer at the throttle with his eye 
on the road ahead. Your life and mine 
is in their hands. The man who de- 
serves honor very seldom gets it as 
far as we are concerned. 

The devil is busy today. Let some 
one get filled with the Holy Ghost and 
the devil will say, “Oh, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost are you? 
can walk on water I suppose? can 
raise the dead can you? Then just tell 
him you can if God wants you to, but 
you are waiting orders from _ head- 
quarters above, and not from beneath. 

Oh, my brother and co-worker for 
God and lost souls are you to labor 
all out of sight, no newspaper men- 
tion, no banquets, no applause, no 
smiles, no cheers, just laboring on for 
Him and those perishing around you? 
Yea, out of sight for Jesus until He 
saith, That is enough, come up higher. 

My heart is sick and my soul is 
heavy. I am disgusted looking at the 
glaring reports of evangelistic cam- 
paigns so exaggerated and falsified, 
so much planning and scheming for 
pulpits and places that pay in finance. 
Of course we must have finance, but 
if we will dig the ditches the finance 
will come. Now for the promise, “When 
the ditches are ALL dug.” I have seen 
churches in conventions and revival 
campaigns asking, What is wrong? 
why are there not the proper results? 
Invariably they have not complied 
with the conditions. They either pur- 
posely or ignorantly fail to comply 
with the terms given for just such oc- 
casions. Let the churches take their 
own medicine—obey God, “Dig the 
Ditches”—and it will soon be a vic- 
torious church; yea, a church that 
will hasten the coming of Jesus in the 
clouds of heaven. Suppose these arm- 
ies should have said we are not going 
to dig until we see the clouds rising 
and the wind blowing. They would 
have died without water. But the prom- 
ise was “Ye shall not see wind, neith- 
er shall there be any rain, but the 
ditches shall be filled with water,” 
when you are thru digging, and not 
until then will the water begin to rise 
in the newly made ditches. 

Pastor, call a meeting for Thursday 
night, a revival is coming. Nonsense, 
says the pastor, there has been no ar- 
rangements made, no renowned evan- 
gelist engaged, and besides I see no 
sign of a revival. But some one has 
dug the ditches and heard from Heav- 
en. In persisting the pastor finally and 
reluctantly calls a meeting and says, 
No one will come. The night comes, 
the house is packed. The meeting gets 
under way in the opening exercise, and 
tears begin to fall from the eyes of 
sinsick souls. But the preacher did 
not preach; of course, he did not, he 
was not in it. He could not under- 
stand it as he did not help dig the 
ditches. But God was sending the re- 
sults, HEART-BREAKING conviction 
and soul-hunger in answer to prayer. 


Some one all out of sight had dug the 
ditches, and lo, here was the water. 

Now consider the last phrase. “And 
it came to pass.” The ditches all dug, 
conditions all met, the price paid, and 
then what? What could you expecty 
What have we a right to expect? Why 
victory, of course. 

Consider the time it came to Pass. 
“In the morning when the meat offer- 
ing was on the altar, it CAME TO 
PASS.” How about your altar? your 
family altar? your secret altar of 
prayer and consecration and Holy de- 
votion? No use looking for victory un- 
til our altars are in working order and 
everything on them. No use to look 
for water and the church altar as fire- 
less as the north pole. No place of 
secret prayer, no victory, no success 
without it, try as hard as you may. 

Water came by way of Edom. Note 
this! The old evangelistical prophets 
stood on the mountain peaks of pro- 
phecy and looked down thru the mist 
ot the gloom of the coming ages, and 
Saw one coming in strides of conquest. 
And he cried, “Who is this that com- 
eth from Edom, with dyed garments 
from Bozrah? this that is glorious in 
bis apparel, travelling in the great- 
ness of his strength?” Back came the 
answer, “I that speak in righteousness, 
mighty to save. Wherefore are thou 
red in thine apparel, and thy garments 
like him that treadeth in the winefat? 
I have trodden the winepress alone; 
and of the people there was none with 
me.” “I looked, and there was none 
to help; and I wondered that there 
was none to uphold.” Yea, He came 
to deliver a race that was doomed to 
die. On He marches to Bethlehem with 
its manger over which the angelic 
host sang while shepherds bowed in 
wonder.

And he gave him tithes 
of all.” Gen. 14:18-20. Why did Abra- 
ham give this man a tenth of all he 
possessed? Simply because He saw 
Him; He saw Jesus. Jesus said in 
John 8:56, “Abraham rejoiced to see 
my day, and saw it, and was glad.” 

Now we find in the 28th chapter of 
Genesis that Jacob saw Him too, as 
he was on his journey to Haran, flee- 
ing from the wrath of Esau. We too 
are on a journey, fleeing from the 
wrath to come. We find as Jacob lies 
down to sleep he dreams a dream. He 
saw a ladder that reached to heaven 
and angels ascending and descendinz 
on it, and behold, the Lord stood above 
it. And Jacob awaked out of his sleep 
and said, This is none other than the 
house of God (Church of God) and the 
gate of heaven. He told the Lord when 
le saw Him, after he awaked (for he 
had been asleep like lots of our peo- 
ple, and some are still sleeping, but I 
pray they will awake and do as Jacob), 
I’ve seen you now, and you are so 
good to me I’m going to walk in the 
steps of father Abraham; I’m his seed 
ard I’m simply going to give you a 
tenth of all I have, or ever will have. 
Now the world says, “This is mine. 
I got it by the sweat of my brow.” 
Inconsiderate! They are unholy and 
unthankful for the good things that 
come from the bountiful hand of their 
Maker. Lev. 27:30 says. “And all the 
tithe of the land, whether of the seed 
of the land, or of the fruit of the tree, 
is the Lord’s: it is holy unto the 
Lord.” God said it was holy unto Him. 
It is like pulling an eyetooth to some 
folks to pay tithes, and when they do, 
it is unholy to the Lord for in tithing 
chickens, or pigs, for instance, it will 
be an old hen with the limber neck, 
or a pig with a knot on him, thinking 
it might die anyway. God help 
folks to see Jesus. Do you see Him? 

The 31st verse says, “And if a man 


will at all redeem ought of his tithes 
he shall add thereto the fifth part 
thereof.” Now that is the poorest 
business in the world—to ever redeem 
ought of your tithes, or ever start 
neglecting to pay them by using them 
with the intent of adding a fifth part 
to them. The custom is invariably that 
tithe paying is dropped and the Lord’s 
blessings cease. Your intentions may 
be good; you likely intend to comply 
with God’s Word in Num. 18:28, when 
adding a fifth part to make a heave 
offering. “Thus ye also shall offer an 
heave offering unto the Lord of all 
your tithes.” But brother, sister, you 
waited too long and your tithes have 
heaped up till all the heaving you can 
do won’t move the heap. You are bur- 
dened down; you have heaved till you 
are humpbacked and your heart Is 
heavy, shirking your duty to God. You 
have heaved on that load of tithes till 
you are bowlegged; you fret and mop 
your brow. Oh, it’s awful! Finally you 
begin making vows, promising the 
Lord that if He will forgive you it will 
never happen again. Then you will do 
the same thing over again. God help! 
Now let’s get right down to business 
for God and see the Church of God 
over the top for lost souls to the glory 
of Him whom we see yonder waiting 
for us. 

“But we see Jesus.” Do you see 
Him? God must have our aid in fi- 
nance. He wants it lest some soul per- 
ish due to the hinderance of the Gos- 
pel. We must pay our tithes. It is a 
glorious blessing to do so. If it were 
not a command we ought to find it a 
blessing by the exacting a tenth to 
the Lord and His cause. The Levites 
did it and God blessed them. We find 
in Neh. 10:32, 37-39 these words, “Also 
we made ordinances for us to charge 
ourselves yearly with the third part 
of a shekel for the service of the 
house of God. And _ that we should 
bring the first fruits of our dough and 
our offerings and the fruit of all man- 
ner of trees, of wine and oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the 
same Levites might have the tithes 
in all the cities of our tillage. And the 
priest the son of Aaron shall be with 
the Levites, when the Levites take 
tithes; and the Levites shall bring 
up the tithe of the tithes unto the 
house of our God, to the chambers, 
into the treasure house. For the child- 
ren of Israel and the children of Levi 
shall bring the offering of the corn, of 
the new wine, and the oil, unto the 
chambers, where are the vessels of 
the sanctuary, aNd the priests that 
minister, and the porters, and the 
singers: and we will not forsake the 
house of our God.” 

There ure souls going down in des- 
pair because people are not paying 
their tithes that the ministry might 
be kept on the field for God. Do you 
doubt this? The ministry every year 
is driven from the field of labor for 
God, having to forsake it to toil for 
food for their famlies. God’s servants 
have always been neglected. I wonder 
if it will always be thus. 

Please go with me to the 13th chap- 
ter of Nehemiah and read the 10th and 
lith verses. “And I perceived that the 
portions of the Levites had not been 
given them: for the Levites and the 
singers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. Then contend- 
ed I with the rulers, and said, Why 
is the house of God forsaken? I gath- 
ered them together, and set them in 
their place.” Now I’m sure you have 
been shouting over the glorious fact 
that we see Jesus. I want you to keep 
on seeing Hin:; keep your eyes right 
on Him, but now let’s look out in other 
tields and see what we can see. We 
see the servants of God who are worn 
out after a battle with the enemy all 
Summer, dragging a cotton sack in 
the Fall and on into the Winter that 
their families might be kept from the 
cold, and often they do suffer. God 
bless your hearts, let’s do all we can 
to counteract this then we can go to 
God in peace. Jacob said we could. 
The llth verse says, “Then I contend- 
ed with the rulers and said, Why is 
the house of God forsaken?” Simply 
because the people failed God, failed 
to pay their tithes. “And I gathered 
them together and set them in their 
place.” Now that is the intent of this 
article—to set you in your place. You 
may have’a desire to do something 
big for God, well, this is it: Pay your 
tithes promptly and accurately and I 
Care say you will be doing something 
most folks aren’t doing. 

The 12th verse says, “Then brought 
all Judeh the tithe of the corn and 
the new wine and the oil unto the 
treasuries.” 2 Chr. 31:5 says, “And as 
soon as the commandment came 
abroad the children of Israel brought 
in abundance the first fruits of corn, 
wine and oil, and (even) honey.” Have 
you any honey, brother? Say, give 
your preacher a jar and see the tears 
of gratitude flow down his cheeks. 
Oh glory! The 10th verse says, “Ana 
Azariah the chief priest of the house 
of Zadok answered him, and _ said 
Since the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the Lord, 
we haye had enough to eat, and have 
left plenty: for the Lord hath blessed 
his people,” and glory to God, He will 
bless you if you will begin right now 
to do this thing. a 

“Honor the Lord with thy substance 
and with the firstfruits of all thine in- 
crease.” Prov. 3:9. That means money, 
chickens, eggs, pigs, produce and in 
fact all thine increase. “So shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty and thy

wine.” 10 V. God says if you will do 
this thing He will bless you. Do you 
want a blessing from the Lord? This 
writer says that God will bless you. 
Now by the mouth of two or more 
witnesses shall every word be estab- 
lished, even promises. Malachi says 
that God will bless you. The 38rd chap- 
ter and 6th verse says, “For I am the 
Lord, I change not.” He says, Even 
from the days of your fathers you have 
gone away_from my ordinances and 
have not kept them,” and the Lord 
tells them to return unto Him. Now 
they certainly were under condemna- 
tion and were aware of robbing God 
for it was a telltale in their exclami- 
nation: Wherein shall we return? Will 
a man rob God? And God told them 
on the come-back that they had rob- 
bed Him in tithes and offerings. He 
was lenient with them as He will be 
with you. He told them to return unto 
Him and bring their tithes into the 
storehouse (Church of God) and He 
would bless them.

Now the Pharisees asked Christ this 
question: “Is it lawful to give tribute 
to Caesar?” He, knowing their hypoc- 
ricy, said unto them, Why tempt ye 
me? Bring me a penny (a penny now 
mind you), and they did. He said un- 
to them, Whose image is this? and 
they answered Him, Caesar’s, and so 
it was. Jesus told them to render to 
Caesar the things that belong to Cae- 
Sar and to God the things that are 
God’s. But folks will slush out to Cae- 
Sar and drop the rusty pennies to 
God’s cause, and that reluctantly. Let’s 
turn the tables on Caesar, and give 
God our very best. 

One more Scripture | will use to 
close you in with, one you can’t get 
away trom if you dared, but I’m sure 
we are going to move up on this tithe 
paying, for we see Jesus. Turn to Heb. 
7 beginning with the 6th verse and 
read. This Scripture is never used to 
prove tithing a certainty and if there 
wasn’t another Scripture in the Bible, 
this one would be enough. “But he 
whose descent is not counted from 
them (speaking of the Levites) re- 
-ceived tithes of Abraham and blessed 
him that had the promises and with- 
out all contradiction the less is bless- 
ed of the better.” Now Paul says, “And 
here (right here now) men that die 
receive tithes.” I want to ask you, Do 
they? Paul says they do. Is your 
preacher receiving yours? Now we are 
going to pay our tithes, Let’s go! Do 
you see Him? Paul says, And here men 
that die receive tithes. Now that’s 
plain enough, isn’t it? I want to say 
along with Paul, however, that there 
are men here too that die because they 
don’t receive them. I see ministers 
who are dead (spiritually) because 
tithes are their first consideration. 
God help us to get the cause of our 
Christ at heart, with a burning “go 
ye” and a true soul conviction unto 
death, if needs be. 
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
